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Petition for optional activity 
fees threatens ASSSC funds

A petition designed t force a student 
referendum on the present policy of man- 
datory student body fees was presented 
to acting-P resident Otto Butz on Monday, 
Sept. 22. 

The 142 page petition bearing the 
signatures of 3,303 full time Sacramento 
State College students was presented to 
Butz by John Wagner, a 34 year-old 
engineering student. 

Wagner was the originator of the peti- 
tion, and stated that the idea of forcing a 
change in the current student body fee 
regulations was something that he had 
been considering for several years. 

According to Wagner, he would join 
the ASSSC in the event that the fees were 
voluntary, but he objected to students 
being required to join as ‘‘a matter of 
principie.’’ 

Wagner said that many of the ASSS 
funded activities were worthwhile, but the 
question of the value of the activities was 
‘‘immaterial’’ as long as ASSSC member- 
ship was mandatory. 

Concerning the effect of the proposed 
voluntary fee payments, Acting-P resident 
Butz said ‘‘the ramifications (of such 
voluntary payments) would have to be 
thought through.”’ 

It was generally conceded that volun- 
tary student body membership would re- 
sult in a drop in ASSSC revenues, This 
would have a significant effect on the SSC 
intercollegiate athletic program which 
now receives $40,000 from student body 
funds. 

According to Butz, the anticipated de- 
crease in student body revenues would 
mean that ‘It might be necessary to 
tailor the program to the available 
money.’’ 

Darrel! Inabnit, Administrative Vice- 
President, has been directed by Butz to 
begin the necessary preliminary pro- 
cedures to a student referendum as out- 
lined in regulations from the ¢ hancellor’s 
office. 

According to Inabnit, it will take from 
six to eight weeks to prepare for the 
referendum. His office must first deter- 
mine that there are a sufficient number 
of valid signatures on the petition to 
fulfill the requirement that 20% of the 
full-time students on campus sign such 
a document, 

The Chancellor’s rules specify that 
two-thirds of those voting on a referen- 
dum of this type must vote in favor of 
the measure in order for it to pass. 

For the purposes of this election, two- 
thirds of the students must vote in favor 
of abolishing the present mandatory 
student body fees for the measure to 
carry. 

In the event that the measure does 
pass, the new voluntary payment plan 
would go into effect next year,

Board of Trustees are 
killing state colleges 


Attending a Board of Trustees meeting is indeed an educational 
experience, Double talk, inconsistencies and often incoherency seem 
to be the watchwords of the day, For a group of people charged with 
the responsibility of overseeing the welfare of the California State 
Colleges, it is inconceivable to THE STATE HORNE I that they will 
ever be able to efficiently carry out their responsibilities to the 
students, 

While the State Colleges and | niversities currently face the greatest 
educational crisis in the history of the state, the Trustees concerned 
themselves with such vital issues as the flying of flags at half-mast 
on campus. As some 22,000 students are turned away from state facilities 
of higher education, the Trustees managed to sit for hours debating 
the phrasing of resolutions which ended up being put off unti] October 
anyway. 

As members of the California State College Student Presidents 
Association watched on with disgust, the Trustees attempted to tighten 
their strangulation hold on the State Colleges by further intervention in 
the internal affairs of local campuses, Their attempt to do so centered 
around the establishment of statewide standards for election codes 
and candidate qualifications and by setting up state level controls for 
campus publications. 

THE HORNET condemns these actions. Though not yet approved 
by the Board, these actions have the potential of making stude rt 
government and publications ineffectual. The Hornet feels that each 
college should be allowed to set itsownelection code and qualifications, 
which each has already done, The Trustees have no right to dictate 
to the students who shall be qualified to represent them. This is not 
the democratic system on which our electoral policies are based. Let 
the students themselves determine their own leaders. 

Chancellor Dumke has asked the Trustees to put more controls 
over student publications ‘‘to guard against the misuse of the principle 
of freedom of the press.’’ This statement alone is inconsistent, More 
control over student publications is in itself a misuse of freedom of 
the press, THE HORNET feels that the Trustees again have no right 
to intervene in this area because this is a local autonomous campus 
affair, If the students are dissatisfied with their publications, let 
them say soand let them take the steps to correct the situation. Freedom 
of the press is one of the few rights remaining to students and this is 
slowly but surely being infringed upon. 

THE HORNET asks that the students of Sacramento State take a look 
around them — a careful look, The Trusteesare bound and determined to 
limit the power of the students in every way possible, THE HORNET 
deplores these actions and can only hope that the Trustees will realize 
what they are doing as they tighten their fingers around the necks of 
the State Colleges and will let up before higher education in California 
breathes its last.

On September 5, 1969 a meeting was held at Concilio, 8th and G 
Streets by M.A.Y.A. (Mexican-American Youth Association), The 
purpose of the meeting was a proposal to abolish MAYA from this 
campus and replace it with MECHA (Movimiento F studiantil Chicano 
do Axtian)---Chicano Student Movement of Aztlan, The proposal was 
accepted therefore adios MAYA y bienvendio MECHA, 

The background activity that led to this move is as follows, Last 
April the UMAS (United Mexican-American Students) chapter of the 
University of California at Santa Barbara held a Chicano Conference 
On Higher Education, All Chicano student organizations were invited 
to participate. The conference was mostly dominated by Chicano students 
but there were also many resource people participating in the conference. 
The central idea of the conference was to put together a white paper 
in education to be a guide in the Chicano Student Movement. 

Initially the conference broke into several workshops to mill through 
the various proposals that were to be presented at the central meeting. 

The Chicano educational guidelines are at the present time being 
prepared for publication. The other various decisions are too lengthy 
to present in this article but | will present three of the main decisions. 

1, A central location in California was needed to act as headquarters 
for the Chicano Student Movement. It was decided that La Raza was 
too spread out to co-ordinate any programs from one central location, 
Therefore three locations were picked, They are Los Angeles, Fresno 
and Oakland for the south, middle and north respectively. 

2, Financing of the Chicano Student Movement was discussed, It 
was decided that the movement should rely on La Raza to prevent any 
limitations on the movement by the non-Raza doners. Basically ‘la 
ficha’’ (financing) would be derived from Chicano student organizations 
supporting their particular area headquarters and pledges from Chicano 
educators, 

3. The idea that one name was needed for all Chicano student 
organizations was strongly stressed. The reason for the one name was 
to make it easier for information to be available to all Chicano student 
organizations and of course for more unity among Chicano students 
steming from the one name for all Raza organizations in the colleges 
and universities, The name MECHA (Movimiento FE studianti! Chicano 
de Aztian) was decided upon. 

The name is very representative of the Chicano. The word Aztlan 
is Nahuatl, the language of the Aztecs, meaning the northern lands 
(the Southwest) from which they began their trek south to find 
Tenochtitlan. One may interpret the reason for writing student movement 
in Spanish as dipicting our Hispanic heritage. Lastly the word Chicano 
being a Pochismo depicts how we label ourselves.

“The foreigners who wage war against the Mexican nation have 
violated all laws and do not deserve any consideration, For that reason, 
no quarter will be given them as the troops are to be notified at the 
proper time. They have audaciously declared a war of extermination 
on the Mexicans and should be treated in the same manner,’’ 

» « » Field Command Number 9 from the Headquarters at San Luis 
Potosi, 7th of December 1835 issued by Antonio Lopez de Santa Ana 
Commanding Generai, Mexican Army. 


The above command was issued on the eve of General Santa Ana’s 
campaign against the native and foreign rebels in Texas. This rebellion 
and the consequent war, the ‘‘Mexican War’’ (U.S.) or the ‘North 
American Invasion of Mexican Territory’’ (Mexico) has brought about 
controvercy over which side was right or wrong. It shall not be the sole 
purpose of this paper to referee or to rake muds of rhetoric in ar 
effort to justify the Mexican side of the conflict. To do so would require 
more space than is alloted for this article, Rather I would simply like 
to present a field command, as | have, and relate that con:mand to the 
Chicano’ s existance today. 

One might ask the question, why is there such a thing as Chicano? 
The second word of the command offers usa primary clue, ‘‘foreigners.”’ 

Somehow someone, sometime ago, in Washington, D.C. decided that 
La Raza belonged to the white race. Hence we were catagorized white 
people of Spanish surname, What reasoning was used to come to that 
conclusion is beyond me given this bit of information from historian 
Jack D, Forbes’ article on Race and Color in Mexican-American 
Problems. ‘‘Regardless of mythology, however, and regardless of the 
color neuroses of some Mexican- Americans, the fact remains that 
perhaps 80 per cent of the genetic makeup of the average Mexican is 
Indian or Native American and that only 10 per cent is Spanish-European, 
For practical purposes, then, the average Mexican can be considered 
as if he were a pure-blood Indian, since his non-native racial heritage 
is relatively insignificant. In this, he would correspond to 4 colored 
person of one-eighth or one-sixteenth white ance stry.’’

exists here, In any event, regardless of whether we catagorize or are 
catagorized as brown people or ‘‘white’’ people of Spanish surname, 
it is evident that even the latter label doesn’t fit the gavacho mold, 
This then is where the rationale for the Chicano commences. We are 
recognizable ‘‘deviants’’ ina WASP system, How so” 

Our ‘‘deviancy’’ stems from our ‘‘foreigness’' from the WASP 
system, We have violated law number |: we are not white, We have 
violated law number 2: we persist in maintaining our cultural heritage 
despite the pressure of the ‘‘great gringo melting pot.’’ We have 
violated law number 3; we are poor inthe midst of an affluent society -- 
@ fact which has been attributed to our stupidity according to colloquial 
myths and pseudo-intellectuals of today. 

For the above reasons the Anglo system has little consideration 
for La Raza and the troops (racist Anglos) give no quarter (make the 
Mexican stop acting like a Mexican and adopt the American way of life 
yet at the same time reminding the ‘‘American’’ that he’s really a 
Mexican), 

Of course the above three explanations are generalizations. To truly 
explain the suppression of La Raza in North American society it would 
require a lengthy and complex analysis. But the lesson to be learned 
here is that even though today Anglos and ‘‘Mexicans’’ are no longer 
looking at each other through the peep-sights of rifles, conflict still 
exists, Because of this continued conflict and because of historical 
differences between us and the Mexicans south of the border, some 
Mexicans, who now wish to be known as Chicanos, are aware of and 
dedicated to bringing about a reversal of the suppressive institution 
that has kept us at each others throats for so long. 

An alternate view of the command and tie Chicano today is that, 
aside from the savage image that the command reflects, one is made 
aware of its symbolic relevance to the Anglo’s folklore in the Southwest. 
We are still seen as the ‘‘bad guys’’ despite an abundance of savagery 
in the Anglo’s history in the Southwest. Anglo political and economic 
ve sted interests are responsible for maintaining this idiocy. 

if we (La Raza & Anglos) are to live in harmony in the future it is 
imperative that both groups take appropriate steps (heed the demands 
of La Raza) to end these and other tonterias that exist in Aztlan,
